ESCAPE ARTIST, On a freezing day in the winter of 1906 a man 
stood on the Belle Isle bridge high above the frozen waters of 
the Detroit River. He wore only bathing trunks and was manacled 
with police handcuffs. As crowds watched, he leaped from the 
bridge and hurtled through a hole in the ice into the swirling 
waters of the river, For fully eight minutes he remained below 
the ice and reappeared again just as police were preparing to 
search for his body. A tiny air space between the ice and the 
water had enabled him to breathe until hecould locate the hole 
into which he had plunged and could come to the surface. 

Of such stuff was Harry Houdini, magician odd escape artist 
extraordinary, born Erich Weiss in Appleton, Wisconsin, on 
April 6, 1874. His rang* of stage magic ran from simple card tricks to making a five 
ton elephant disappear before the eyes ofaudiencesat the Hippodrome Theatre in New York, 

Although Houdini was great as a magician, as an "escape artist" he was absolutely 
unexcelled. Nothing could hold him. Whether buried six feet underground, put in a strait 
jacket and hung downward from a skyscraper, or nailed into a packing case with 
weights and thrown into the sea, he never failed to free himself. 

Houdini allowed himself to be imprisoned on numerous occasions in supposedly es- 
cape proof prison cells in New York, Chicago, London, Paris, Berlin, Moscow, etc. 
He would be left alone in these cells, stripped of all clothing, his mouth sealed over 
with plaster, hands chained to iron doors, and legs manacled to stone walls with 
leg irons. After five or ten minutes in this condition he would appear outside the 
cell, fully dressed, and holding the leg-irons arid chains in his hands. 

Oddly enough, it was a prison in Scotland which gave Houdini one of his most trying 
trials. After removing his irons, the escape artist worked for a half hour to unlock the 
door, only to discover that it had not been locked in the first place. 



LIFE ON THE Ml SS! SSI PP Lemuel L.Clemens, known to the world «s Mark Twain, 
lived through one of the most colorful periods of American history. He was born in a 
tiny two room cabin in Florida, Missouri, not far from the Mississippi River. Asa 
boy Clemens was fcsci noted by the mighty body of water, and spent countless hour* 
staring at currents and dreaming. He was nearly drowned nine different times. 
Mark Tvwiin was a sucker for the most fantastic schemes. As a result of reading a 
book, he got the idea that he could make a fortune selling cocoa in the jungles along 
the Amazon River. When he found a $50 bill blowing along the street one day, he took 
the money and started out for the Amazon River. He got as far as Cincinnati when 
he ran out of money. Later in life when he earned large sums of money from his books 
and lectures, he invested his capital in many ventures which were complete failures. 
Among these were a steam generator, a steam pulley, and a type machine, none of 
which would work. He also interested himself in a publishing company and a watch 
company, both of which failed soon after they were organized. When Alexander 
Bell tried to persuade Twain to invest $500 in telephone stock however, he was 
refused because Clemens did not believe in the new fangled instrument. Instead he 
loaned $500 to a friend who became bankrupt three days later. The world famous 
author died in 1910, at the at the age of seventy-six. 



INFLATION FIGHTER. Present day high prices en various com- 
modities are but a drop in the bucket compared to a situation 
which existed after the close of the Revolutionary War. Butter 
at twelve dollars a pound, flour at $1,500 a barrel and $2,000 for 
a suit of clothes; these were but a few of the fantastic rates ex- 
isting under the infamous Continental currency in circulation 
at that time. 

Leader in the fight against inflation was Daniel Shays who had 
been a Captain in the Revolutionary Army. During the winter of 
1786, armed mobs of infuriated citizens under his command were 

hastily organized in many Massachusetts cities and towns. Thetr 
rebellion was particularly directed against the courts which 
hod seized many farms and homes for debt. 

In half a dozen different cities the armed men broke into courtrooms and prevented the 
hearings of cases against poor defendents. Captain Shays himself, with 600 men broke up 
a session of the Supreme Court at .Springfield, and then attempted to seize the federal 
arsenal located in the same city. In this foray they were defeated by 1,200 militiamen, 

Thedefeat ended the rebellion, but because of the widespread protest against inflation, 
Shays and his followers where quickly pardoned. Although Shays's rebellion was an un- 
successful One, the name of its leader is remembered to the present day. One of the fine 
highways of North Central Massachusetts is called the Daniel Shays's Highway, 




JUNGLE MAN. Although Martin Johnson photographed thousands 
of lions in the wilds of Africa, he killed only two of them. Johnson, 
accompanied by his faithful wife Osa, always believed that 
many so-called ferocious animals would nor harm humans if 
they were well fed and left unmolested. To prove his theory, 
Johnson did not carry any guns on most of his journeys into the 
jungle country. 

Martin Johnson began roaming the world when he was fourteen 
years old. He ran away from home in independence, Kansas, 
travelled through the United States. and finally shipped on a 
cattle boat to see Europe. On his return to America he hid him- 
self as a stowaway in the lifeboat of a steamship bound for New 
York. 

When Johnson learned that Jack London intended to sail around the world in a thirty- 
foot boat called the "Snark," he hastily wrote a letter asking to be allowed to go on the 
trip. In order to qualify as a cook aboard the, boat, Johnson took a job working in the 
kitchen of a restaurant, and by the time the "Snark" left San Francisco, he knew enough 
to be able to hold down the job of chief cook. 

In the thirty years that followed the cruise of the "Snark" Martin Johnson sailed the 
seven seas and roamed the globe from the South Sea Islands to the jungles of darkest 
Africa. He photographed scores of animals, natives and customs in the jungles. The first 
cannibal pictures shown in America" were those made by Johnson. Although death has 
overtaken the famous explorer, the pictorial record of his many expeditions remains as a 
memorial to the man, and are still being shown to millions of people around the world.
